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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Sundaram clearly teaches the limitation as 
claimed of forming a cylindrical insulating layer 19 in the groove formied with underlying conductive lines 18 and on the surface of the 
substrate in fig. 4-6 and col. 19, lines 18+. The definition of cylindrical shape can be seen in any dictionary.such as Webster Dictionary, 
that cylindrical shape can be in rectangluar or circular, so long that the surface traced by a straight line moving parallel to a fixed straight 
line and intersecting a fixed planar closed curve, Applicant contends that the formation of cylindrical insulating layer with oxidizable 
material 48 is planrized, "an oxidization process, which expands the volume each of oxidzation portions, is performed on the oxidizable 

material 48, is not seen in the claimed invention. Yamada also clearly teaches in fig. 2-4, forming a semicirlcel cylindrical insulating 

shape. 
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
